Accidental Discharge of Projectile in 


Stock Magazine Responsible for 


Great Loss of Life 


Japanese Training Vessel, MatsusMma, With 300 


Cadets Aboard Goes Down Almost Instantly 


Early This Morning. 


• Tokio, 
April 30—The accidental 


explosion of a projectile in her stock 
magazine sunk the Japanese training 
cruiser, Matsushima, with a probable 
loss of 200 lives early today. 


The disaster occurred off the Pes- 


cadoras islands. Admiral Moshiamt- 
su commanding the training squad- 
ion, reported the accident to the ad- 
miralty. The cruisers HasMdate and 
Itisu'ldcushima which accompanied the 
Matsushima, saved the survivors. The 
captain and most of the officers of the 
cruiser were lost. 


How the explosion occurred is not 


known. It was at 4:08 this morning, 
Admiral Moshiamtsu says, when the 
vessel went down almost instantly. 
Only her bridge, is visible above the 
water. 
Admiral Mosbiamtsu says 
/I men have been saved from 
the- 


wrecked cruiser. 


Boats from the Hash! date and Mat- 


sushima have been rowing about the 
scene of the disaster for five hours^ 
and it is believed all of those yet un- 
accounted for are d^ead.

ization will be capitalized for $300,000,- 
000, and because of the heavy corpor- 
ate fees and 
other 
restrictions 
in 


Missouri the concern will probably be 
incorporated in Delaware or New Jer- 
sey. 


The holdings of the various com 


panies 
representing 
one 
hundred 


plants will be vested in the corpora- 
tion. and the stockholders of each will 
simply exchange their stock share for 
sbare for stock in the holding com- 
pany.

It 
was a culmination of numerous small 
difficulties which liavs occurred dur- 
ng the week the fleet lias been here 
>etween the sailors and local trades- 
men. 
The bad feeling has been due 


principally to a system of overcharge 
n payments of meals and other pur- 
chases with which trie sailors 
have 


been confronted. 


Senich attempted to charge two of 


the men six dollars for a meal, a price 
which they deemed exorbitant. They 
demurred to the payment but the 
'hore patrol compelled a settlement 
of the bill because the" men had not 
Inquired-ihe- "pritee 3jefojre ordering. 
Later they reported Dbe incident to 
shore liberty parties and finally a 
large crowd congregated 'in front of 
the place and commenced to throw 
(tones and other missiles. Windows, 
and glass fixutres were smashed, and 
the pjopiietor and employes fled. 


The shore patrol rushed 
to the 


scene and soon dispersed the crowd. 


.After a stay of five days in this port

VICTIMS OF UNLAWFUL 


COMBINE OF PAPER MILLS 


Washington, April 30.—More evi- 


dence tending to show that there is a 
combination ot paper 
manufacturers 


to fix the price of news print paper 
in the United States was adduced be- 
fore the special 
committee of the 


House which is investigating the sub- 
ject of duty on wood pulp and print 
paper as .affecting''the price in the 
United States'/ 


John Norris Of -the New YorkfTimes, 


representing the paper committee of 
the American. Newspaper Publishers 
Association, continued his testimony 
and presented numerous letters and 
documents to bear out his contention. 
Apparently the committee was par- 
ticularly impressed with the annual 
statement of the International Paper 
Company for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1907, showing an increased 
cost of production, of 60 cents a ton 
as against the raise in price of 'paper 
of $12 a ton. 


Chairman Mann 
appreciating 
the 


importance of this testimony, an- 
nounced that he would go to the bot- 
tom to ascertain the cause of so large 
an increase in the price of paper. 


During the day Mr. Norris formu- 


lated'a number of questions which he 
wished the committee to propound at 
once to the International Paper com- 
pany and others, and also submit the 
names of a dozen persons identified 
with the paper business whom he de- 
sired subpoenaed. 


At the afternoon session Wednesday 


Mr. Norris read a letter iTom G. H. 
Larke, a one time engaged in 
the 


Marseilles (I!!.) Independent Paper 
Mills, but HOT publisher af the 
St. 


Joseph (Mo.) Gazette. 
In 
1900 or 


1901 
Mr. Larke said he made an ex- 


haustive 
investigation of the North- 


western pulp wood supply, and in a 


lesser degree into freight rates and 
general traffic conditions. Dcring that 
period he traveled hundreds of miles 
through the woods of Minnesota, Wis- 
consin and- Michigan. 


There was plenty of wood left, he 


said, and the conclusion inevitably to 
be reached was that the mills should 
go nearer the weed. A large number 
of confidential letters to the Publish- 
ers' Association, against which the in- 
junction of'-secree/ jadHfcwen-.Tem.oved, 
were read by Mr. Norris. These were 
all dated in the summer of 1907. 


Mr. Norris next declared his ability 


to "demolish" the reasons for the in- 
crease in the price of paper given by 
Chester Lyman of the International 
Paper company, and which appeared 
April 6, 1908, in the Paper Trade Jour- 
nal. Mr. Lyman, in the article in 
question, denied the existence of a 
combination and courted a full inves- 
tigation. He also said the price in 
1908, as compared with 1907, would 
show an increase, and that increase 
was on account of the Increased cost 
of labor and raw material. 


Several original letters from pub- 


lishers were put in evidence, giving 
indications of the existence of a paper 
"trust." One of these was written in 
November, 1907, by V. S. McClatchey, 
publisher of the Evening Bee, Sacra- 
mento, Cal., who spoke of a contract 
he had with the Willamette Mill for 
paper at ?2.GO per hundred, but which 
price was raised to ?2.80 at the expira- 
tion of the contract. At the same time 
Mr. McClatcby said he had a bid from 
F. Leadbetter on behalf of the Colum- 
bia River Paper company for $2.75 f. 
o. b. Portland, which would mean 
$2.30 at Sacramento, but prior to the 
operation of the mill it was provided 
that the paper would be furnished by 
the Crown Columbia Mills.

In his cell Bach- 
man raves, "I killed her; God directi 
ed my arm. Let them crucify me, I 
can bear the cross."

believe both Bachman and Smith, the

•ney MeKeen does not take this viewt 
of the case and is seeking to nave tli« 
accused indicted for murder in tha 
first degree. 


This afternoon the funeral of ther

He appears to know little or nothing 
of the killing of his daughter, and 
when the subject is broached to him 
he insists that nothing wrong has 
happened, and that hi- ibrother-in-Urai 
was directed by the Holy Spirit, 


ilrs. Smith, on the other hand, la ra- 


tional, and realizes the awful gratify 
of the situation. She is heart-broken 
and wails pitiouslj over the tragid 
fate of her child. She declares the re- 
ligion she and her husband adopted is 
a myth, and that they were not acting- 
by direction of God. She never had 
much faith in the teachings of tlie 
sect but joined them in order to keep 
peace in the family. Her husband, she 
says, was good and kind to her, "but 
when she objected to the new re- 
ligion he would becom' furioua. When! 
she went to Nazareth last Saturday to 
attend he meeting that ended in tlie 
murder of her daugher she says sha 
had no idea of the intentions of the 
party to kill her child During tlrf

In jail Bachman gave vent to an- 


He de- 
clares the sin committed by Adam and 
Eve in the Garden of Eden has never 
been properly atoned for, and part of 
his mission is to wipe out that of- 
fense. 


The coroner's jury late yesterdar 


rendered a verdict charsdng Robert 
Bachman with the murder of Irene 
May Smith. The surgeons who made 
1h*> post-mortem examination 
found 


that death was due to strangulation. 
Bachman was formally charged with 
the murder this morning.
